Prior to' July 1, signed the Amalga- 
mated wage scale for the scale year 
beginning at midnight of June SO. To 
break the contract two weeks' notice 
must be given and this notice has 
Deen'sent to the Federal company. The 
officials will claim they signet]

•cale independent of the action of any 
other concern, and 
the association 


*hould not break the contract. 
With 


the National Steel company, the Na- 
tional Tube company, and the Ameri- 
can Steel and Wire company no notice 
of intention to cancel the agreement 
Is necessary, as those companies do not 
Work under an Anialgamated scale. All 
af them have many Amalgamated men 
In their employ, but' the union is not 
Itrong enough to force the acceptance 
of wage agreements.

DIAMONDS FOUND 


IN MANY STATES 


The Precious Stones Have Been Lo- 


cated in This Country in .Three 


Distinct Districts. . 


Washington, D. C., August 6—Dia- 
monds are found 
in the 
United 
States in three distinct districts, ac- 
cording to a report now being 'pre- 
pared 
at 
the geological survey, 


which will treat of precious ' stones 
in this country. 
The diamond fields 
are located as follows: 
: 


1. Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Indiana 
and Ohio in the vicinity of the Green 
Bay lobe of the continental glacier. 


2. In Georgia, North 
Carolina, 


Tennessee, South Carolina and Ken- 
tucky. 


S. In California, adjacent to the 


.watersheds of the San Joaquin and 
Sacramento rivers, where they were 
first found in the United States. 
Tiiere are reports that diamonds 
have been recently, located in six lo- 
calities in Georgia, but there is some 
doubt as to their 
authenticity. 
A 


diamond of four and one half carats 
was found recently in Shelby county, 
Ala., thirty miles south of Birming- 
ham. 
The atone was discovered in 
a garden. 
It was sent to New York 


for examination and was pronounced 
a gem of about one and one-half car- 
ats when cut. Two diamonds were 
found recently In 
Tennessee near 
Knoxviile.

New York, August 6.—A Dias Guer- 
ra, agent in this country of the Col- 
ombian revohitionists, received news 
today of a bloody battle which oc- 
curred between

troops and the rebels at Patt Negro. 
After hard fighting lasting seventeen 
days, he says, the insurgents nvere 
compelled to withdraw their ammu- 
nition being exhausted. 
• The steamer Philadelphia arrived 
here today from Venezuela .bringing 
a good cargo of war news to Agent 
Guerra. 
Since the war started, in 


October. 4.000 men, he declares, have 
been killed and wounded. 


Agent Guerra said today: . "There 


will be no cause for the United States 
or North America- to interfere because 
of the revolution in Colombia.

tion of the railroad or the digging of 
the canal at the Isthmus. They were 
up in that section of the country be- 
fore and these operations -were not 
disturbed."

The Well 
Known North Wisconsin 


Lumberman Passes Away Sud- 


denly on His Yacht. 


Oshkosh, Wis., Carlton Poster, one 


of the best known lumbermen in u.e 
Northwest, died on board 'his "steam 
yacht pn Sunday afternoon.

o«C^?n Foster was born on August 
JO, 1826, and was a native of Essex 
county, N. Y.

For four years Mr. Foster served 
as a member of the common council 
ot Oshkosh. and in 1865 was elected 
Mayor of the' city, and re-elected to 
that office in 1866.

elected to the Wisconsin legislature 
he was reelected to that body in 1874 
and again elected in 1883. For the 
third time he was elected mayor of 
Oshkosh in 1886, and 
.served one 
term.

He was married on June 20, 1854, 
to Sibyl Storrs, who was born in 
Vermont on February 8, 1833. Those 
surviving besides the wife are two 
children.

The explosion was fojlpwetj by fire and 
the number of deaths."wi^'iiot be. ex- ' 
actly-known for days. .The police and 
ttre departments are tearing away at 
the ruins. Up to 2 a. m. four bodies 
had been recovered from the ruins 
three had died in hospital, and the 
Police say a dozen bodies are still bur- 
ied under the debris. .Of the'fifty per- 
sons in the hospitals nine will die be- 
fore many hours, and many others arc 
fatally injured. 
At. 2. o'clock the res- 


cuers came across a colored, woman, 
who was alive and asked for water She 
is Lizzie Watkins. aged 18 years. She 
had been in the ruins for four and a 
half bours. The explosion came-with- 
out warning. It was like the eruption, 
of a volcano. The walls of the build- 
ing shook, crumbled and fell xvith a 
roar into-the cellars, or were shot out- 
ward across Locust street The roofs 
rose skyward and descended upon the 
niins. Within a. few'moments the en- 
tire block was wrapped in flames. The 
fire department had the flames under 
control within half an hour, before 
they had reached the victims buried 
deep under the fallen roofs. All the 
buildings 
destroyed were 
business 


houses, with flats . above them. 
The 


streets were well tilled when l.ha gas- 
oline let go, and a panic which extend- 
ed for blocks followed. Persons rush- 
ing toward the scene found 
Locust 


street filled with struggling people 
trampling the injured, in their efforts 
'to get away. It is known that at. least 
thirty-live persons were in the five 
buildings when the explosion occurred, 
and it cannot be guessed how ma.ny 
customers were in the stores. Almost 
every 
building in a radius of two 


blocks of the scone'of the explosion 
had window panes shattered and was 
otherwise damaged. Every building on 
the opposite side of Locust st.ree.t was 
more or less wrecked, but. none of 
them 
fell. 
A cry went up from the 


ruins the moment the explosion 
oc- 


curred. 
Women, .children-.'and men 


occupants of the wrecked houses could 
be seen crawling from t.|,e debris, while 
the agonizing .cries of others were 
heard in the wreckage. Prom all the 
surrounding buildings injured people 
came running and fell into the street- 
unconscious. 
To arid to the horror, 


fire started in the rtebrls the moment 
it settled to the ground, and in less 
than flve minutes the great plie was 
burning fiercely from end to end.

Monotonous Manner and Lack 


of Expression in Their 


Efforts at Reading. 


-SHIFTLESS AND LAZY 


"Walter B. Phillips, a government 
teacher at Grand Portage reservation 
in Minnesota with his family, are 
in the city„ the guests of-M. D. Tay- 
lor,

Mr. Phillips said:

This reservation is situated in the 


northeast corner of. 
Minesota, i4U 


miles from Duluth. 
.1 am a teacner 


of the da>~ school.and it has an en- 
rollment of twenty-dive pupils(, -be- 
longing to the Chippewa tribe. These 
pupils very readily learn to write, be- 
ing very skillful in pencil-drawing, in- 
cluding maps of s|tates and coun- 
tries. 
Samples of tliis work and of 


pattern work in colored papers were 
sent to'the N. E. A. at Detroit at'the 
last session, receiving favorable men- 
tion. 


"These pupils learn music 
; very 


readily and sing with a good deal of 
expression. 
The lack of expression 


is'noticeable in their reading, they 
being able, that is, the higher classes, 
to-call the words quite fluently .bufin 
a very monotonous manner. General- 
ly this defect in reading is remedied 
somewhat by tftelr continued practice 
in singing, that is, the practice in 
singing helps very materially to im- 
prove their 
pronunciation, making 
their words more distinct than is the 
.case when they have not been taught 
to sing. 


"Their greatest difficulty is 
in 


mathematical work and it requires a 
great deal of labor and patience on 
the part' of teachers to accomplish 
much in this direction. 
They can 


be taught the mechanical 'processes 
in numbers fairly well, but' from gen- 
eration to generation the Indian.ihas 
never been required to use his rea- 
soning facultres and he is simply so 
lazy and unenergetie that de doesn't 
want to do so.or 'has no inclination 
to do so.

"Of course it is the nature of the 


Indian to hunt and fish and in t-.s 
locality there -is considerable game 
to be found including moose, caribou, 
deer, bears, partridges, rabbits .white 
fish, la"ke trout and herring being 
plentiful. 


"The Indian is allowed by. law to 


(hunt on the reservation at any time 
during the year, but, of course, white 
people are excluded. 


"The 
Indians at this place all wear 


citizens' 
clothes and live in 
log 


houses the most of these houses being 
whitewashed .inside and out. 
They 


occupy wigwams exclusively at sugar 
making( time, but t-.t no other. Each 
person has-an allotment of land on 
the reservation which is at present 
covered with timber. 
The Indian is 


now allowed to sell the cedar, but 
not the pine. 
"The government is considering at 


the present time the advisability .of 
the sale of 
pine also, and it 
will 


probably 'be favorably concluded for 
their use. 
No farming of any ex- 


tent is being done' on the reservation 
nor. on any of the surrounding sec- 
tions of the country. 
It is some- 


what mountainous and contains iron 
ore although mines have never been 
developed.
